occaſion'd me to print a ſmaller number than uſual, thereby ro make 
way for a ſecond and more correct Impreſſion, hoping ſuch Centle- 
men as find any Errors will be ſo kind as to reftihe them, by ſending me 
ſome truer Copies. Some faults there are in the words, which an 
incelligent Muſical Reader will eaſily perceive, and mend with a 
Pen.
